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TURKS MAY JOIN 
CONFLICT TODAY 


Ottoman Empire Expected to 
Announce Itself as Ally 
of Germany. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 3—[Special.] 
—Turkey, it is believed here, will join the 
European cohflict tomorrow on the side 
of Germany and Austria. It may be dis- 
closed that the porte took action today 
leading to hostilities. 

The Turkish ambassador intimated to- 
night that he might have an important 
announcement to make tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

A conference between the Turkish am- 
bassador and Count von Bernstorff, the 
German ambaseador, this morning was 
regarded with, considerable significance. 
Both diplomats declared after the meet- 
ing, however, that so far as they were 
concerned they had no definite informa- 
tion that Turkey had declared war. 

Turkey Mobilizing for Month. 

Turkish officials here have said that the 
present mobilization was not directed 
againet Greece, and they intimated that 
a declaration of war by Turkey on Russia 
would be no surprise. . 

The Turkish ambassador said the Turk- 
{sh mobilization had been in progress for 
nearly a month and he believed 500,000 or 
possibly a million men had been enrolled. 
Diplomat generally believe Greece will 
immediately align herself with the allies 
against Turkey if the latter declares war. 
The expectations also are growing thai 
Italy u preparing to side with the allies. 

V. S. Cruiser Can't Pass Straits. 

Turkey has declined to grant the re- 
quest of the United States for permission 
to send the cruiser North Carolina 
through the Dardanelles to Constantino- 
ple to deliver $150,000 in gold deposited 
here for the relief of Americans in the 
Ottoman 

The grand vizier has informed the 
American government that the waters of 
the Dardanelles have been mined and 
that it would be unsafe for a vessel as 
large as the North Carolina te go 
through the straits.

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RUSSIA PUTS 

LOSS OF FOE 
NEAR 100,000 

Army Staff Describes 


Rout of Austrians 
Before Lemberg. 


NEW BATTLE RAGING 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 3—The general 
staff officially reported today that Aus- 
tria lost 100,000 men, killed, wounded, or 
captured, in the battle for the defense of 
Lemberg, in which the Austrians were 
overwhelmingly defeated by the Rus- 
sians. The conflict lasted seven days, 
with 800,000 Russians attacking 600,000 
Austrians. 

The Austrian troops that fied have been 
joined by a new army west of Lemberg, 
and a fierce battle is raging over a front 
of fifty miles. Nearly 1,500,000 troops are 
reported engaged, but the Russians have 
the larger force. 

Experts ascribe the reverse in East 
| Prussia mainiy- to the superiority of the 
German guns from Thorn and Grandenz, 
including the latest Krupps. The battle 
was near Osterode. The Russians have 
advanced from Lomdja and Blots gov- 
eruments, overwhelming the German re- 
inforcements. 


Austrians Making New Stand. 

VIENNA, via Rome, Sept. 3.—The Aus- 
trian forces which abandoned Lemberg, 
the capital of Austrian Galicia, in or- 
der to prevent the bombardment of that 
city, have been reinforced and are again 
fighting the Russians. The withdrawal 
to the new positions selected by the Aus- 
trian commander-in-chief was success- 
ful, and all of the cannon and field sup- 
plies were retired in order.

Details of Russian Victory, 

LONDON, Sept. 3.—The Times corre- 
spcudent at Petrograd wires: The 
gre.test battle ever fought has resulted 
in a great and perhaps a decisive victory 
for the Russians over the Austrian ar- 
mies. The forts of Lemberg have fallen. 
Tne enemy was completely routed and is 
fiecing northwestward, leaving a great 
number of guns and large quantities of 
military stores, etc., behind. Thousands 
of prisoners were taken, 

„(ther Austrian armies have been en- 
gaged in northern Galicia, near Lublin. 
We may then have a chronicle of the 
complete disruption of the armed forces 
ot the dual monarchy. 


Czar Informed of Victory. 
„% Here is a brief and modest dispatch 


received by the czar from the Grand 
Duke Nicholas, generalissimo of the Rus- 
sian forces in the field, today: 

„I am happy to gladden your. majesty 
with news of the victory won by the army 
of Gen. Russky. After seven days of un- 
interrupted fighting the Austrians are re- 
treating in complete disorder, in some 
places running away and abandoning 
their guns, rifles, artillery parks, and 
bargage trains. Prior to this decisive 
paitie, Gen. Russky's army captured in 
the course of the seven days twenty-four 
guns, a multitude of firearms, and a 
great number of machine guns.’ 

“The operations extended over the 
enormous front of over 200 miles, and 
certainly more than 1,000,000, and prob- 
ably 1,500,000 men were engaged. More 
than half of the Austrian army which 
has heen fighting im the southern proy- 
inces of Poland on the left flank was act- 
ing n close codperation with two German 
army corps facing Breslau. 


All Austrian Tactics Fail. 

* “ While the Austrian left was seeking 
to envelop the Russian forces and 
Poland and the extreme right was trying 
to get around the .Podolia army, the 
main forces were directed at the heart of 
the Russian position in Poland. 

“Such was the position as the Aus- 

fancied it, but their plans miscar- 
ried at all points. The enveloping moye- 
ment in the east feiled and the Germans 
were withdrawn from the north to desi 
with the yictorious Russian advance. 

„The center at Lublin huried itseit in 
vain against Russia's finest battalions, 
whose task it was to keep the enemy from 
passing at all costs, and right valiantly 
they have done their duty.

Says Sea Fight 
Was Not Battle, 
but a Massacre 


British Officer Tells How 
Five German War- 
ships Were Sunk. 


[By Cable to The Chicago Tribane.] 
LONDON, Sept. 3.—A graphic descrip- 
tion of last week's naval engagement off 
Helgeland, in which British vessela sank 
five German ships and killed 000 men, has 
reached here in a letter to relatives from 
a young Heutenant who was on one of the 
British torpedo boat destroyers. It reads: 
“ As to our fight off Helgoland, I think 
the home papers are magnifying what 
really was but an affair of outposts. We 
destroyers went in and lured the enemy 
out and had lots of excitement. The big 
fellows then came up and afforded some 
excellent target practice, and we were 
very glad to see them come; but you ought 
not to consider that we had a fight, be- 
cause it was a massacre, not a ight. 


Just a Case of Bombardment. 

There was superb generalship and 
overwhelming forces on the spot, but 
there was really nothing for them to do 
except to shoot the enemy, even as pa 
shoots pheasants. 

Have you ever noticed a dog rush in 
on a flock of sheep andscatterthem? E: 
goes for the nearest and barks and goes 
#0 much faster than the flock that it 
bunches up with itscompanions. The dog 
then barks another and the sheer 
spread out fanwise, so in front of the dor 
there is a semicircle of sheep and behind 
him none. 


Tells of the Battle. 

“That was much what we did at 7 a. m. 
on Aug 28. The sheep were the German 
torpedo craft, which fell back on the 
Mmits of our range and tried to lure us 
within the fire of the Helgoland forts. 
But a cruiser then came out and engaged 
our Arethusa and they had a real heart to 
heart talk, while we look on, and a few 
of us tried to shoot at the enemy, too, 
though it was beyond our distance. 

We were getting nearer Helgoland all 
the time. There was a thick mist and I 
expected every minute to find the forts 
on the island bombarding us, so the Are- 
thusa presently drew off after landing at 
least ome goad shell om the enemy. The 
enemy gave every hit as good as he got 
there. 

We then reformed, but a strong de- 
stroyer belonging to the submarines got 
Chased, and the Arethusa and Fearless 
went back to look afterit. We presently 
heard a hot action astern, so the captain 
im command of the flotilla turned us 
around and we went back to help. But 
they had driven the enemy off and on our 
arrival tol? us to form up’ on the Are. 
thuse. 


Cruiser Fires on Ships. 

When we had partly formed and were 
very much bunched together, making a 
fine target, suddenly out of the mist ar- 
rived five or six shells from a point not 
150 yards away. We gazed at whence 
they came and again five or six stabs 
of fire pierced the fog, and we made out 
a four funneled German cruiser of the 
Bresiau class. 

Those stabs were its guns going off. 
We waited fifteen seconds and the shots 
and noise of its guns arrived pretty well 
from fifty yards away. Its next salvo 
of shote went above us, and I ducked as 
they whirred overhead like a covey of 
fast partridges. 

‘You would suppose our captain had 
done this sort of thing all his life. He 
went full speed ahead at once, upon the 
first salvo to string the bunch out and 
thus offer less target. The commodore 
from the Arethusa made a signal to us 
to attack with torpedoes. So we swung 
round at right angles and charged full 
speed at the enemy like an hussar at- 
tack. 


Catches Debris from Shells. 

„ Our boat got away at the start mag- 
nificentiy and ied the field, so all the 
enemy's firing wes aimed at us for the 
next ten minutes, when we got so close 
that débris from their shells fell on board. 
Then we altered our course and so threw 
them out in their reckoning of our speed 
and they had all their work to do over 
again. 

„ Humaniy speaking, our captain by 
twisting and turning at peychological 
moments saved us. Actually, I feel that 
we were in God's keeping that day. After 
ten minutes we got near enough to fire 
our torpedo. Then we turned back ta the 
Arethusa. Next our follower arrived just 
where we had been and fired its torpedo, 
and of course the enemy fired at it instea 
of at ba. What a blesged rejief. 

“ after the destroyerg came the Fear- 
less, and it stayed on the scene. Soon 
we found it was engaging a three funnel- 
ler, the Mains, so off we started again,

PARIS, Sept. 3.—Martial law was pro- 
claimed in Paris today and the city was 
declared to be in a state of siege, 

No person may leave or enter Paris 
between 8 o’clock in the evening and 8 
o'clock in th morning without a military 
pass. Automobiles may enter freely dur- 
ing the day, but cannot leuve without per- 
mits. Pedestrians are permitted to pass 
without challenge, through certain gates, 
while other gates are closed. Gardeners 
bringing fresh vegetables to the city are 
permitted access at half hour intervals 
during the night. 

An immense and complicated system of 
entrenchments is being constructed out- 
side the city. It isreported that the engi- 
neers in charge of the work are keeping 
several hundred thousand men busy. 


Bordeaux Now Capital. 

Bordeaux now is the temporary capital 
of Fragce.. President Poincare, accom- 
panied by the heads of all the govern- 
mental departments, arrived in the sea- 
port this morning and set the machinery 
in action. 

The government will issue a procia- 
mation tomorrow transferring the Bank 
of France from Paris to Bordeaux. 

The Temps announces its intention to 
follow the government to Bordeaux and 
publish there. 

The staffs of all of the foreign embas- 
sies and legations, with the exception of 
the embassy of the United States and the 
Swiss consul, also went to Bordeaux. 
Myron T. Herrick, the American ambas- 
sador, has decided to remain in Paris. 


Will Care for Americans. 

Mr. Herrick will look after the severa) 
thousand Americans who stay in Paris, 
They are principally permanent residents 
in business or persons of moderate means 
unable to leave conveniently. He also 
feels that he can better protect American 
business interests, among them several 
American banks and banking agencies. 

Another reason that determined Mr. 
Herrick to stay was the possibility that 
he might, as the representative of the 
United States, serve human interests re- 
gardiess of any belligerent, and express 
the views and feeling of the American 
government and people. a 

Aids Sent to Bordeaux.

Pushes Ship Purchase Bill.

New Pope Will Try to Conciliate 
Issues Between Church and State. 


OPE BENEDICT XV., who was 

Cardinal Giacomo della Chiesa, was 

born Nov. 21, 1854, at Pegii, Italy, 

a village six miles west of Genoa. 

He is of noble parentage. The vil- 
lage is a watering place and is famous for 
ite vilas. He studied law at the Univers. 
ity of Genoa, but later gave up h'‘s legal 
pursuits, went to Rome and stud.ed for 
the priesthood. He was ordained a-priest 
in 1878. 

In 1883 he accompanied Cardinal Ram- 
polla to Madrid, when Rampolla was 
papal nuncio. He remained there as sec- 
retary of the nunciature until 1887. He 
then returned to Rome with Cardinal 
Rampolla and entered the secretariate of 
ta to as one of the minutantl,“ or minor 
officials, until in 1901 he was appointed 
substitute of the secretariate and secre- 
tary of the cypher. 


Gets Notable Promotion. 

It was considered a notable promotion 
when on Dec. 16, 1007, Pope Pius appo.nt- 
ed him archbishop of the important see of 
Bologna: After serving somewhat less 
than seven years as archbishop he was 
made a cardinal by Pope Plus on May 25 
of the present year. He will not be 00 
years old until November. 

Little is known in Chicago of the char- 
acteristics of the new pope. In the proph- 
ecies made as to the probable election 
of a pope his name never was mentioned. 
A search in the library of Loyola univer- 
sity revealed no reference to him. His 
election, however, gives satisfaction, for 


his age gives promise of a long period of 
usefulness. 


Trained by Rampolla. 

It is also regarded as significant that 
he was long under the training of Car- 
dinal Rampolla, who is regarded as one 
of the ablest, most statesmanlike eccies- 
iasticas in the history of the church. His 
most recent adviser is another one of the 
foremost statesmen of the church, Car- 
dinal Merry del Val, secretary of state 
under Pope Pius X. 

It is understood that the new pope is in 
sympathy with the anti-modernist views 
held by Pope Pius and will seek to carry 
them out in order to check the tendency 
to break away from the authority of the 
church. He also is said to be in sym- 
pathy with the efforts made to heal the 
breech between the quirinal, represent- 


ing the civil power of Rome, and the vati- 


can, representing the spiritual power. 
In January of this year while arch- 
bishop of Bologna, the new pope issued 
& pastoral letter in which he condemned 
the tango and similar dances. 
The importance of the archbishopric 
of Bologna, from which the new pope was 


made a cardinal, is seen by the number 


of parishes and churches over which the 
archbishop had jurisdiction. The arch- 
diocese contains a population of 565,489 
and embraced 1,172 churches and chapels 
located in 389 parishes. 

Bologna is famous for the number of 
its bishops who were elevated to the papal 
chair. The list includes Popes John X., 
Innocent VII., Nicholas V., Julius II., 
Gregory XV., Benedict XIV. Bologna 
also was the birthplace of Popes Gregory 
XV., Benedict XIV., Honorius II., Lucius 
II., Alexander V., Gregory XIII., and 
Innocent IX. 


Won Esteem of Pius X. 


Another evidence of the fitness of the 
new pope for his position as head of a 
world wide church is seen in his selection 
in 1907, just before he was appointed arch- 
bishop of Bologna, as papal nuncio of 
Madrid. Although this appointment was 
canceled three days after it was made 
and his appointment to the see of Bo- 
logna substituted, the fact that he was 
considered for the important post indi- 
cates the esteem and confidence in which 
he was held by Pope Pius X. 

The appointment to Bologna was con- 
sidered by those who studied the policies 
of Pope Pius X. asin line with his deter- 
mination to lay as strong a hand as pos- 
sible upon modernism, for it was said 
that ‘the tendency. to modernism in the 
archdiocese of Bologna was especially 
marked. 


Selection a Surprise. 

While the selection of Giacomo della 
Chiesa as pope was considered unusual 
and unexpected by those who knew of the 
prominetce of several other members of 
the sacred college, Catholics feel that the 
hand of God was in the selection. 

The European war made it certain that 
an Italian cardinal would be chosen and 
it. made it imperative also that one of the 
wisest and most courageous of the church 
leaders should be selected, and it is be- 
Heved that in Benedict XV. such a choice 
has been made.

MEATS CHIEF FACTOR 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 3.—[Spectal.]— 
The fetail prices of many articles of food 
in Chicago have increased materially since 
the beginning of the European war, ac- 
cording to the report of the agents of the 
department of commerce, wh.ch was filed 
today with Attorney General Gregory. 

Pork chops, flour, and sugar are the 
articles in the most notable rise 
took place. 

Nothing in the report appears to give a 
basis for blaming the packers for the sud- 
denly advanced price of meats. The in- 
crease is held to be due mainly to a sud- 
den diminution of the supply of cattle. 

In this connection, however, the report 
opens up one avenue of invéstigation 
which will be followed by the d@partment 
of justice in the proceedings before the | 
federal grand jury now sitting in Chicago. 

Advised Holding Live Stock. 

The commerce department's report, in 
commenting on the remarkable scarcity 
of cattle that developed in the Chicago 
market about the time the war began, 
Says that the commission dealers in 
stock sent telegrams broadcast ativising 


the farmers and country dealers to hoid 
back their cattle until higher prices 
could be obtained. 

The department of justice will endéavo” 
to discover whether there was any ele- 
ment of conspiracy in restraint of trade 
in the action of the commission men.

N April, 1914, in the course of the 

presidential address before the In- 

ternational Society of Surgery, Du- 

page said. Yes, I boldly state that

In the Balkan war it was proved that 
a wounded man, even though he felt abie 
to walk to a hospital post in the rear, in- 
creased his chance of ultimate recovery 
by lying quietly where he had fallen until 
he could be reached and properly trans- 
ported to a properly equipped hospital.

ERMANT at the present moment 
holds a member of the reigning 
house of Russia, Grand Duke 
Nicholas Michaelaiovitch, in cap~ 
tivity. He happened to be in Ger- 
many at the time of the outbreak of the 


war, convalescing from iliness at a Ger- 


man thermal resort, and, instead of being 
permitted to return to his native land, was 
promptly arrested and detained as @ 


prisoner of war. 

Grand Duke Nicholas Michaelaiovitch is 
a prince more distinguished in the arts of 
peace than in those of war. He is presi- 
dent of the Imperial Societies of History 
and of Geography of Russia, as well as 
the only scion of any of the reigning 
houses of Europe who can boast of being 
4 member of the Institute of France. 

Not only Russia but the students of 
history all over the world owe to hima 
deep debt of gratitude for his publication 
of numerous remarkable works on Rus- 
sian monarchs, compiled from the secret 
archives of his dynasty and of the Rus- 
sian government to which he was allowed 
free access by the personal command of 
his cousin, the czar. 

Grand Duke Nicholas Michaelaiovitch 
is the son of old Grand Duke Michael wh» 
died a few days ago at Cannes, and broth- 
er of that Grand Duke Michael who makes 
his home in England, and of the widowed 
Grand Duchess Anastasia of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin.

How little the authorities in England 
contemplated war with Germany this

Herr Krupp was accompanied on the 
occasion of this visit by his principal 
technical expert, Dr. Ehrésnsberger of 
Essen, and by Herr von Bulow, the Krupp 
residént representative in London. 

They were allowed to see everything, 
even to inspect the arsenal at Woolwich, 
the dockyards at Portsmouth and Ply- 
mouth, and the shipyards on the Med- 
way. In view of the declaration of War 
with England barely a month later, their 
tour acquires an altogether exceptional 
significance.

If any doubt were left about the convic- 
tion of the Swiss that they will be drawn 
into the fray before the close of the pres- 
ent war of nations, it will be dispelled by 
the fact that not only have they called to 
arms the entire militia of the republic.

Sir William Haggard, until récently 
British minister plenipotentiary at Brazil 
and who in the early stages of his diplo- 
matic career madé an unfortunaté mar- 
riage at Washington which led to his 
removal from the staff of the British mis- 
sion there and culminated in a somewhat 
sensational divorce, has madé a curious 
mistake in his letter to the London Times, 
in which he describes, on the authority 
of a French diplomatic colleague, how 
Prince von Bismarck, some time before 
the war of 1870, discussed with Count 
Benedetti, the French ambassador, the 
possibility of an agreement whereby Ger- 
many should consent to a French annex- 
ation of Belgium. 

According to Sir William Haggard, the 
interview between Count Benedetti ano 
Prince [then Count] von Bismarck tooy 
place at the chancellor’s palace in the 
Wilhelmstrasse at Berlin, and Prince von 
Bismarck, while walking up and down, 
handed to Count Benedetti a pencil and a 
piece of paper and dictated to him the 
details of the draft project. 

Sir William adds that, when the rough 
draft was written, Prince von Bismarck 
took it up, read it through, and, eaying 
that they could think the matter over 
quietly and talk about it again, tore it in 
two and threw it in the waste paper 
basket. 

Further, that when the war broke out 
Prince von Bismarck published the draft 
as a French project in the facsimile of the 
handwriting of Count Benedetti, having 
rétrieved the ee ee from the basket. 


The 
draft was written on the headed paper 
of the French é¢mbassy in the handwriting 
of Count Benedetti and therefore not in 
the chancellor's palace.

Dissension among members of the cred- 
itors’ committee over the administration 
of the affairs of the defunct Jackson Park 
bank, a private institution, formerly oper- 
ated by Byron M. Hopkins and James W. 
Luther, yesterday caused the filing of an 
involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
against the bank and its owners. 

The petition was filed in the United 
States District court in behalf of three 


creditors, with claims totaling $633. They

The bank was located 
at 1402 Hast Sixty-third street. 

It suspended business on May 27 as the 
result of being hard pressed by the Ne- 
tional City bank and other creditors.

Liabilities Are $62,000. 
According to Attorney Merrick A. 


Mabilities amount to $62,000and the assets 
about $40,000. The petition alleges that 
the voluntary assignment by Hopkins & 
Luther of their banking business to 4 
ereditors’ committee constituted an act of 
bankruptcy.

She is the 
daughter of A. J. Locher, who is foreman 
in a carriage factory at Ligonier. 

The physician is charged with adminie-

be sent to an uncle in Kalamazoo for a 
rest. The advice was followed, and on 
May 8, 1913, Miss Locher arrived in Kala- 
mazoo for a stay with William Locher, 
her uncle. 


Takes Girl to Chicago. 

A few days later, according to the gov- 
ernment, Dr. Wineburg appeared in Kala- 
mazoo, by prearrangement with the girl. 
met her on the street, told her he had 


induced her to go with him to Chicago, 
without notifying her uncle. 

On May 6, 1013, it is charged, Dr. Wine 
burg arrived in Chicago and took Miss 
Locher to the Great Northern hotel, 
where he registered as A. K. Johnson 
and wife, Madison, Wis.“ On the same 
day. according to the government, Dr. 
Wineburg registered at the Morrison ho- 
tel under his own name. The handwrit- 
ing of these two registrations will figure 
prominently in the trial, and it is likely 
the government will call in several hand- 
writing experts. 

Dr. Wineburg denies the charges and 
gets up an alibi. He says the gir! is 
nervous and suffers from hallucinations. 
He admite being in Chicago on May 6
